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NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

This is a NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE in response to the AMENDMENT filed April 
11, 2011. 

Claims 1-10 and 14-16 have been cancelled. Claims 17-20 are new. 
Claims 11-13 and 1 7-20 remain in the Application. 

The "Replacement Sheet" drawings for Figs. 1-16 received on April 1 1 , 201 1 are 
acceptable. 

Objection to the specification has been withdrawn in view of a new abstract of the 
disclosure and an updated paragraph of "Cross Reference to Related Applications". 

The title has been updated to "FINGERPRINTED CIRCUITS AND METHODS 
OF MAKING AND IDENTIFYING THE SAME" in the Bib Data Sheet. 

In response to Applicant's request, the Rejection of the Claims under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite, has been withdrawn in view of the 
amendments to the claims and remarks. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-13 and 1 7-20 are allowed. Renumbered Claims 1 -7. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record taken alone or in combination fail to anticipate, or render 
obvious, a method of uniquely identifying instantiations of functionally equivalent 
circuits, including among other features , "installing a particular instantiation of 
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functionally equivalent circuits in an item of an equipment, and testing the item of the 
equipment for a presence of the particular instantiation of the functionally equivalent 
circuits in the item of the equipment by determining the multi-bit numbers", as currently 
recited in the independent Claim 1 1 . 

Consequently, Claims 11-13 and 17-20 (Renumbered Claims 1-7) are allowed 
over the prior arts of record.
